DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to RCE and IDS dated: 1 1/1 8/08. Based on this 
communication, out of pending claims 1-3, 5-13, 15-29 and 31-58 , claims 1-25, 30-42, 53, 55 
and 57 have been cancelled. Claims 26-29, 43-52, 54, 56 and 58 are pending 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 1 1/18/2008 was filed . The 
submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97, except the fact that entries C6- 
C8, ClO-Cl 1, C 13, C 15 and C 27 have been crossed out at the advice of Dohyun Ahn, 
Attorney, Reg. No. 63,237, as per conversation with him over the phone on 12/16/2008 . These 
entries do not have corresponding dates. Accordingly, the rest of the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 26-29, 43-52, 54, 56 and 58 are allowed. 

Prior Art of Record 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Schuster et al (US Patent No. 6,731,630) discloses A dial plan for a data network 
telephony system is provided. A variable-length-code scheme is used to assign 
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communication numeral strings to user identifiers and/or device identifiers, such as SIP 
URIs (Universal Resource Identifier). 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose, teach or suggest directly, or indirectly the 
following limitations in combinations with other limitations of the claims, as follows: 
As recited by claim 26, 

a first VoIP gateway for translating call signals from said telephones for a call 
authorized by the stored restrictions into data packets, the first VoIP gateway 
transmitting the data packets over said VoIP network to a second VoIP gateway for 
processing the received data packets into telephone signals transmitted to said 
offsite public switched telephone network via a three-way call detection system for 
imposing a three-way call restriction, said three-way call detection system being 
disposed between a second VoIP gateway and said offsite public switched telephone 
network. 

As recited by claim 43, 

interfacing a telephone terminal of said prison telephone system with a public switched 
telephone network (PSTN) via the first VoIP gateway, a second VoIP gateway and a 
three-wav call detection system responsive to the call processing system authorizing a 
call placed on the telephone terminal, the second VoIP gateway placed 
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between the PSTN and the IP network and the three-way call detection system placed 
between said second VoIP gateway and said PSTN. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
